In  addi- 
tion  to  the  schedule  mix-ups,  spelling  errors  proved 
fatal  as  names  such  as  Mike  came  out  of  the  machine 
as  "m%k&".  Guidance  Director  Thomas  Haynie 


commented,  however,  "When  the  system  develops, 
it  will  mean  much  less  work  for  Guidance. " 

Guidance  directed  a  system  of  client-centered 
counseling.  By  operating  under  this  plan,  counselors 
had  additional  time  to  clear  up  difficulties  and  plan 
activities  with  the  individual  students.

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Student  Dies!, 
Was  Wearing 
A  Gas  Mask 

Charles  E.  B.  Lord,  23,  a 
Princeton  University  graduate 
student  in  chemistry  from  Ar- 
lington, was  found  dead  in  his 
dormitory  room  yesterday 
with  a  homemade  oxygen 
mask  clamped  to  his  face. 

The  mask  was  attached  to 
two  tanks,  one  contained  oxy- 
gen and  the  other  an  uniden- 
tified gas. 

Police  Chief  Peter  J.  Mc- 
Crohan  said  the  death  was 
listed  as  accidental  until  an 
autopsy  is  completed.  He  said 
no  foul  play  was  suspected. 

Lord's  body  was  found  in 
the  dormitory  by  a  janitor.  He 
was  last  seen  alive  Friday 
afternoon. 

Lord's  father,  Columbus  E. 
Lord  of  200  N.  Adams  St.,  a 
retired  government  architect 
and  engineer,  said  his  son's 
interests  in  science  first  de- 
veloped at  Washington  -Lee 
High  School  in  Arlington.  He 
was  valedictorian  of  his  grad- 
uating class.  He  went  oh  to 
be  elected  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa 
at  the  University  of  Virginia, 
where  he  was  graduated  with 
high  honors  in  chemistry  in 
1967. 

Young  Lord  attended  Prince- 
ton on  a  Woodrow  Wilson 
Foundation  fellowship  and  in 
his  second  year  of  study  was 
awarded  a  National  Science 
Foundation  fellowship. 

He  also  is  survived  by  his 
mother.  Vera  D.  Lord  of  the 
home,  and  a  sister,  Nancy  L. 
Graves. 
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
